Mr Spinney was by no means an implac- 
able prosecutor, His snaviter in modo could 
pot ha exeelled oven by the yentle- 
manly and considerate O'Malley himeelf, 
although he could not compare with the 
Attorney General in the matter of fortiter 
in re. Mr Spinney’s confessed ignorance 
of procedure was sometimes a little trying, 
and although the Attorney General made 
every allowance for this and pat his op- 
ponent right in « numberof minor matters, 
he was at length led to observa gravely that 
it was not the business of the defence to 
teach the prosecution how to conduct their 
caso, Tho Deputy Commissioner of Cua- 
toms, for cxsmple, evidently considered it 
the correct thing to finish his evidence 
on ony point and then oxplain to the 
Court what he was propared to prove 
in regard to the next;.and he had also 
n notion that the proper way of ‘ put.

ORDINANUES. 


PETITION T0 THE QUEEN BY THE HONGKONG 
UHAMBER OF COMMERCE, 


[~ Tho following is the petition againat the 
Foroign Mail Steamers Ordinances, which 
the Hon. P. Ryric atated at last mocting of 
the Legislotive Council had been propared 
by tho Chamber of Commerce, and was to 
bo forwarded to Her Majesty the Queen. 
It.was deapatched, we believe, to-day by 
His Excelloncy the Governor per the Eng- 
lish Maii :— 


To Hor Most Gractous Majesty 
Tae Queen. 

The Humble Petition’ of tha Bunkers, 
Merchanta, ‘Traders and others cunsti- 
tuting the Chamber of Commerce of 
Your Majesty’s Colony of Hongkong. 

Most Humbly and Respectfully Sheweth, ~ 

1, That since the year 1880, there has 
been annually passed’ ly the Legislative 
Council of Hongkong, an Ordinance con- 
ferring upon the Steamera of the Com- 
pagnie dea Messageries Maritimes, employ- 
ed by the French Post Offices in carrying maila 
toand from this Culony, all the rights, privi- 
leges and smrounities of vessela of war. 

2. Thatin 1886 and 1887 similar Ordin- 
ances, conferring like privileges and immu. 
nities on tho steamers of the Nord- 
deutecher Lloyd, subsidized by the Impe- 
rial Government of Germany for the con- 
veyance of mails, were passed by the said 
Legialative Council. 

3. That those ordinances havo been pans- 
ad year after year in apite of tho representa- 
tions and remonstrances of this Caambor, 
erch year renewed, and against tha protests 
and objections of the unofficial members pf 
the anid Legislative Council, and whully by 
the authority of Your Majesty's Secretary 
of State for the Colonies and by the votes 
of tho official mewbera of Council, 

4. That this year the said ordinances 
have been renewed for another gear, with- 
out tegard to tho protests of your Putt- 
tioners or to the votes and opinions of the 
elected and other unofficial members of the 
Legislative Council, and simply in obedience 
to orders received from Your Majesty’s aaid 
Beerctary of Btate. . 

$. That theso rights, immunities and pri- 
vitegea wero first conferred on the steamers 
of the Compagnie des Meesngeries Mari- 
times in supposed compliance with cortain 
provisiona of a Postal Convention entered 
into by Your Most Gracious Majesty with 
thethen Government of France in September 
1856, by which, a it has been erroneously 
supposed and bolieved, Your Mofesty became 
bound to grant to all French Mail steamers, 
in all porta endl places in your Mujesty's 
Dominions, the said rights, privileges and 
immunities. 

6. That the same privileges and immuni- 
ties have been extended by your Majesty 
fo the German Mail steamers out of friend- 
ship and comity, but ere dependent upun 
the existence and gontinuancs of the 
sajd Postal Uonrention and of the a prose 
rights and privileges of the French mail 
steamera thereunder, as appears from a de- 
apatch of your Mojesty's Secretary of Ktate 
for Foreign Affairs dated 26th April, 1886, 
to which Your Petitioners orave leave later 
on ty refer. :

United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Treland, but between ao French Port 
and Shanghai in tho empire of China 
aud Yokohama in the empita of Japan 
as their terminal ports. / They - only 
call-in at Hongkong on their way to and 
from the sboso terminal ports, They 
carry large quantities of merchandise on 
every voyage, competing anccessfully with 
the vessela of your Majesty's subjects, 
They are not within Articles I and IT of 
the Postal Convention -of 1856 and they 
arc, therefore, not. within the scope 
of Atticle V, which is strictly limited 
in its application to “ packets employ- 
ed by the British Post Office -or by the 
French Bust Office in execation, of Articles 
Land If of that Convention.” 

14. As regards the steamers of the 
Norddeutecher Lioyd’s Compsny on which 
similar rights and immunities have been by 
ordinanee conferred, your Petitioners aro

TAE OHINA STATION, 
.A correspondent from Hong Kong, under 


hithertu been anything but an agreeable 
one, as it has boon so wot and dopressing, 
more to thin is generally. experienc- 
ed even during the worat months of tho 
year. To muke matters worse, thera has 
been a good deal of rickness about, and 
several deaths among the foreign pupulatiun 
fram cholera have occurred, but thera is no 
Appearance of it in an epidonaic form, and 
every case can be protty wall accounted for, 
The prison and police-barracka, aud strocta 
near them, éeom to have been: tho unfor- 
tunate locality, and thoy procure their water 
supply from the Glenealy Ravine, near to 
which a great number of coolies are at work 
upon new houses; and it was found that the 
woods and plantations abuut the stream 
wore contaminated to a very great extont 
by those coolies, No wonder the. water 
wos eo fatal. In a few months the 
Tytam Waterworks will {bo opened, 
when we trust all danger from con- 
taminated streams, &¢., will bo over. 
With the large increasing Chinese popula- 
tion it will ba imperatively necessary to 
attend more to sanitary crrangements ; the 
city even now contains far too many Chi- 
nese, and consequent overcrowding. The 
Impétrisuse, the now fagship, arrived on the 
22ud ult., and left hurriedly on the 30th, 
ag two fatal cases of cholera had occurred. 
onboard. Both could be traced to indisera- 
tions, such as exposure to the sun, bathing 
in a contaminated stream thot passed 
through a lot of highly-manured Chinese 
market-gardens. Besides, the Impériewse 
was very crowded, having sume 100 aupor- 
numerarjes on board, aud is so very bot, 
simply lika an oven, compared with other 
ships. Ihave been particular to mentiun 
that nearly overy case of cholera could be 
traced to some special cnusy, so oa to allay 
fears amonyat the friends of the army ‘and 
navy, that there is anything approaching 
an epidemic here ; and now that the wea- 
thor has bec«me more settled and drier, it 
has almost died ont, and all danger is over. 
Ont of soma 1,500 troops atatianed here, 
there has been no fatal case. In my 
last lotter to yon, I gave sume advice 
about what navel men, &e, should 
bring out with them in the shape of 
eloshes, and the expenans of living 
hore. I would advise the — officors 
of ships coming to this station to rough it on 
the way out, so as fo bo ablo te ongage all 
Chinese servants on arrival, they are se far 
better than English ones, always look clean 
and cool, and can cater aud market so much 
better, and they do not feed upon the best 
things like the ordinary English ‘ beauty’ 
does. The Chinaman is content with his 
own fond, and scldom, if ever, touches the 
men’s food. Our English messes are in- 
variably handicapped by the white servants 
who ent up all the luxuries and best things, 
Tf obliged to have Enyliah servants, they 
should have their mel hourg befureand after 
the officers, It mukes a wonder‘ul differ. 
ence, They are not quite equal, as a rule, 
to tio meals quite olosy to one nuother, and 
the consequence is luxuries, &¢., aro paved, 
and not wasted on guzzling servants, The 
Finpérietese lost another man ‘aftor leaving 
here, from cholera, and bad nemy exses of 
bad diarrhesa 5 but since arriving ino couler 
climate, mutters have greatly improved. 
Thu health of the naval forces at Hongkong 
is now very good, in spite of tho trying 
climate,
